T ifer­ 
ias, and the Sea of Galilee. Of 
course Tiferias is on the shore or 
the Sea of Galilee. In Nazareth 
as I got off the bus a half a dozen 
kids 8 or 10 years of age began 
hanging on me wanting to sell 
me pictures, souvenirs or be my 
guide, but a well dressed Arab 
stepped up and made the kids 
move away saying th at he was 
an official guide, having a permit 
from the government. 
I asked for his credentials and 
after being satisfied he was an 
official guide. I asked what the

everyone 


took me thru the business part 
of town to the synagogue where 
Christ preached and taught until 
He was chased from Nazareth. 
The streets are very narrow, 
we i they al>. uttered with dirt and 
trash donkeys, 
goats 
and

ple. 
There m ust not be any sanitary 
facilities for they use the side 
alleys and gutters for toilets. 


W hat Impressed me a 
great 
deal was th at as you walk along 
these streets, filth and flies and 
the world’s dirtiest people, then 
walk up a small alley, step into 
tlie.se churches which are. as I 
have said, beautiful and magnlfi- 
cient. The furnishings, pillars, and 
walls are spotless. 
I paid the guide, then went to

bhe looked at me and I kept 
glancing at her, and I almost 
stepped over and asked her if she 
spoke English. I not only wanted 
to meet someone who spoke Eng­ 
lish. but even worse to move out 
of the seat with the Arab. He 
i smelled pretty bad, and the one 
sitting by her was the same. Uick 
would have It. as we were pulling 
out from the station the fellow 
sitting by her rose and motioned 
to exchange seats with me. so I 
stepped over and asked if she 
spoke English. She said, ‘‘Yes, 
I’m an American.” 
We shook hands and I tried to 
tell her how nice it was to meet 
someone from the States who had 
been here for some time. She was 
from Connecticutt and came here 
about 12 years ago to do mission 
work. She looked to be in her 
late thirties or early forties. 
At present she is head of the 
Scots Mission in Tiferias It is a 
hospital with three doctors: don t 
know how many nurses: and 75 
beds. Anyway you can imagine how- 
glad I was to meet her.
